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“Did You Know...”

.. that there’s a logical reason some early U.S. coins 
appear to have somehow worn much faster on one side 
rather than the other? This is especially noticeable on 
some of the earlier 19th century halves. You'll find a 
coin that appears to be a “wow!” with EF or better detail 
on the obverse or reverse, only to turn it over and find 
that the other side is a VG or so. How can one side lose 
20-30 points of grade compared to the other? Was one 
inside edge of early trouser pockets made of steel wool? 
ABSOLUTELY - NOT! It was common practice back 

in the early 19th century to use the minting materials, 
including dies, until they were worn slap dab out or fell 
apart. Because the obverse and reverse designs were 
always different from one another, one die design would 
wear more quickly than the other from the repeated use 
and pressure applied. When one die crumbled, it was 
replaced with a new die, but the other in-place die was 
kept in use until it too crumbled, then it was replaced. 
Repeat changing various dies a few times and you might 
have a new die for one side and a VG die for the other! 
So, the coin did not wear differently once in circulation, 
but rather was struck with mismatched dies and had the 
visual difference in wear fresh off the press! Add a little 
circulation to both sides to create actual wear and you 
now have a coin that appears to have worn differently. 
Why could it not be EF on both sides? Darn... 


.. that terminology is often used to describe non-silver 
items in such a way to purposely mislead the buyer into 
believing that the product actually has “silver” value? 
The precious metals, including silver, are measured in 
ounces Troy (we've discussed Troy ounces in previous 
articles). It’s important to know that one troy ounce 

of pure .999 fine silver weighs 31.1 grams which equals 
480 grains of silver. You might see a silver bar or round 
that says 15 grains pure silver, or 7mm (7 mil) pure .999 
silver. How many people do you think know what 15 
grains of silver is, or know what 7 mils pure silver is? 
The answer to both is not many! The terminology is 
most often used to sell worthless base metal and word 
it in such a way that might lead to the buyer believing 
that it is what the words say - pure silver. If you don’t 
understand the terminology, it’s always better to ask 
rather than make a financial mistake because you made 
a bad assumption or didn’t want to embarrass yourself. 
What hurts worse - injured pride or spending $100 for 
$3 worth of silver? 


.. that there were 12-16 original Confederate Cents 
struck? The story varies a little depending on your 
source, but generally .. the Confederacy wanted to have 
its Own coins as well as paper money during the Civil 
War. They reached out to Bailey and Company (later 

to become Bailey, Banks and Biddle) and had a well- 
known die sinker Robert Lovett J r. create dies for the 
one cent coin. It is believed he struck 12-16 pieces, then 
became concerned that, living in the north, he could be 
charged with treason for assisting the Confederacy. He 
supposedly buried the coins and dies in his basement, 
though it appears he carried one as a pocket piece, 
often showing it off at the local bar. His pocket piece 
was spent in the bar by accident and shortly thereafter 
came to the attention of Edward Maris, a known coin 
collector in the Philadelphia area. It is believed that 
Maris bought the original coins and dies from Lovett 
sometime in 18773-1874, Soon thereafter, Captain J ohn 
W Haseltine and Colvin Randall bought the dies and 
cents from Maris. They decided to use the original dies 
to create restrikes. It is generally believed that 7 gold, 
12 silver and 55 copper retrikes were created, with the 
dies cracking beyond repair on the 56th copper strike. 
The dies were then purposely defaced with chisel and 
hammer strikes, making the restrikes just created 

an instant rarity. The defaced and now rusty dies 
resurfaced again in the hands of Robert Bashlow in 1961. 
He had transfer dies created from the originals, and 
struck a much larger number of “Bashlow’” restrikes, or 
“Second Restrikes”. He used many different materials, 
and struck a total of 25,000 - 30,000 cents using the 
transfer dies. ‘They were all (or the vast majority) double 
thick to distinguish them from the original restrikes 

- as if the defacing wasn’t enough to do so. The main 
three metals used were Bronze - 20,000 pieces struck, 
silver - 5,000 pieces struck, and goldine - 5,000 pieces 
struck. After these “second” restrikes were created, the 
original dies as well as the transfer dies were eventually 
donated by Bashlow to the Smithsonian. Today, the 
original cents struck by Lovett can go for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The first restrikes can sell for tens 
of thousands of dollars. ‘The second restrikes struck by 
transfer dies made from the original defaced Lovett dies 
may be worth $50-$100 dollars in nice condition, more 
for those materials used for just 50 or so restrikes. The 
bottom line is that, although a few original Confederate 
cents were created, they were never delivered to the 
Confederacy and are more a story of legend and fiction 
rather than fact.

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1964 - A Year of Change ... and into 1965 & 1966

I always enjoy reading Chip Cutcliff’s “Did You Know...” 
column in every J ournal issue. So when Chip challenged 
a group of us on a recent coin club trip to further research 
the 1964 silver coin mintages by actual year produced, I 
accepted. 


First a little background. Several events entered into the 
decision to eliminate silver in all circulating dimes and 
quarters and reduce it in half dollars. Very briefly they 
included: 


¢ The assassination of President Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963 
and the subsequent Congressional approval 38 days later 
for a very popular Kennedy half dollar. Made of silver, of 
course. 

¢ Also in 1963, silver prices rose to $1.29, approaching the 
$1.38 critical point where it became profitable to melt silver 
coins. 

¢ The early 1960’s huge release of silver dollar bags was 
stopped March 26, 1964 by the Secretary of the Treasury 
when most of the reported 100,000 bags were gone.

¢ And in the early 1960’s, the U.S. Treasury changed its long 
standing position of being a net silver buyer to a net silver 
seller (to keep silver prices down). 

¢ A worldwide silver shortage and a U.S. small change 
Shortage as investors and speculators hoarded silver coins 
and circulating coins were uncollected for long periods in 
vending machines. 


As a result of these and other factors, ‘The Coinage Act 

of 1965 was passed. The Act ended the production of 
circulating silver dimes and quarters and reduced the silver 
content in halves to 40%. It also stated that the 1964 date 
must be used on all minted final silver coinage. The mint 
continued to produce 1964-dated silver coins well past the 
usual end of the year cutoff on December 31, 1964. Silver 
dimes, quarters and halves were actually produced into 
1966. All were dated 1964! As Chip noted in his article, it’s 
unclear why there was so much silver available for coins at 
that time.

e The 1966 Red Book does not break down totals for 1964 by mint and states “Totals to end of calendar year 
1964”. ‘The breakdown came from the May 1967 Whitman Numismatic J ournal article, “Breakdown of 
1964, 1965 and 1966 Coinage”. The same is true for quarters and halves. 

e Noexplanation has been found why a small number of additional proofs were made in 1965. All proofs 


were made in Philadelphia.

e Publicsales started on March 24, 1964. Because of demand, the Treasury increased planned production 
repeatedly. As a result the 1964 Kennedy Half total mintage equals 93 % of the total 16 year total of the 
Franklin Half series. 


There is also one more piece of the story that concerns idiosyncrasies in the minting of 1965 and 1966 clad coins. 
But that will need to wait for another day.
